Council Is Informed At Regular 
Meeting Held On Monday Night— 
By-Law Governing Building Per- 
mits To Be Amended Forcing The 
Contractors To Make Certain Per- 
mit Has Been Obtained Before 
Commencing Work — Matter Of 
Rolling The Runways At Airport 
Was Discussed At Meeting. 


The council was 
Mayor Lawlor at the regular meeting 
on Monday night that the Town had 
received the first instalment, $12,500 
on the second $50,000 two per cent 
government loan, which will be used 
for extension of water and sewerage 
lines. 

The following were present besides 
the Mayor, councillors Swallow, 
Smart, Watson and Porteous.

The matter of rolling the runways 
on the airfield was discussed at some 
length after reference had been made 
to conversations between business 
men and councillors with J. A. Bell, 
in charge of the airport at Edmonton, 
and following the reading of a letter 
from Grant McConachie, president 
of Yukon-Southern, in which he 
suggested the rolling of the runways 
to make them more suitable for the 
landing of both ski and wheel planes. 

The secretary was instructed to 
write Mr. McConachie and take the 
matter up further with him. 


It was the opinion of the council | 


that the Town should make a dona- 
tion to the Red Cross; and a bylaw 
will be prepared empowering the 
council to make such donation. 

A letter was read from the De- 
partment of National Defence thank- 
ing the Mayor for the offer of the 
use of the airfield to be used in any 
way for national defence. 

The question of taking out build- 
ing permits took up a considerable 
portion of the time of the meeting. 

Councillor Swallow gave it as his 
opinion that contractors should make 
certain that a building permit has 
been obtained before commencing 
the work. This, he added, would 
avoid delays in taxing out permits, 
and eliminate a lot of dissatisfaction. 
The by-law will be amended to em- 
body this suggestion. 

Speaking to the question, Council- 
lor Porteous said, that he thought the 
present system was wrong. ‘or in- 
stance, a person might take out a 
permit for alterations or improve- 
ments at an estimated cost of say 
$300, and when the work was finish- 
ed the cost might be double that 
amount. 

He thought that there should be a 
place on the permit where the exact 
figure can be placed when the work 
is cornpleted. 

This idea will also be embodied in 
the amendment to the By-law. 

Councillor Porteous drew atten- 
tion to the fact that there were some 
65 or 75 loads of good wood at the 
airport which the town can _ use. 
Councillor Smart thought that the

dream.’ ”

children. Therefore it is our ines- 
capable duty as parents to see that 
the child goes to sleep happily and 
peacefully, and with such thought- 
materials as will construct a char- 
acter we wish it to form. 

Give your child the companionship 
of good books. For toys, provide 
him with tools with which to con-

THE CAREFUL DRIVER 


Did you ever figure out 
you have to drive to pass another 
car that is travelling 30 miles an 
hour? Assuming your speed is 40 
miles an hour, and allowing safe dis- 
tances for turning out and coming 
back into your own lane, you must 
travel 600 feet while the vehicle you 
are passing goes 450 feet. This 
equivalent to passing a stationary 
line of 18 trucks each 25 feet long, 
standing bumper to bumper. 

If the vehicle you want to pass is 
travelling 40 miles an hour and you 
pass it at 50 miles an hour, these dis- 
tances are even greater. At those 
speeds you riust travel 750 feet 
while the other car goes 600 feet. In 
other words, it is equal to passing a 
stationary line of 38 average auto- 
mobiles or 15 tractor-trailer units, 
each 40 feet long. 

These facts opint clearly to the ne- 
cessity of knowing that there are no 
oncoming cars for a long distance 
ahead. They should also convince 
us of the extreme folly of trying to 
pass an automobile or another truck 
on a hill or on a curve where vision 
is obstructed.

Hydrated Lime Not Good For Hogs 
If unable to get ground limestone 
for hogs will hydrated lime be O.K.? 
A. F., Spirit River, Alta. 

Ans.: No. Because of its caustic 
nature hydrated lime should never 
be fed to livestock. 

Pure limestone contains 40 per 
cent of calcium; hydrated lime, 54 
per cent. Air-slaked lime varies be- 
tween these two figures, depending 
upon the proportion of hydrated 
lime or carbonate of lime in the 
material. This would make ground 
limestone a fraction of a cent per 
pound cheaper to feed than air- 
slaked lime.

Perennial Wheat 

I understand some work is being 
done in Canada looking to the breed- 
ing of a perennial wheat. Can you 
give me particulars? A.G., Hungary. 

Ans.: The possibility of crossing 
wheat with Agropyron species was 
first investigated by Russian plant 
breeders. Successful crosses  be- 
tween Triticum and Agropyron were 
made by N. V. Tzitzin in 1930. Since 
then many Russian investigators 
have taken up the work with the 
main object of producing a peren- 
nial wheat. According to Russian 
literature certain workers have been 
able to isolate constant, good-yield- 
ing perennial lines with wheat-like 
seeds; others claim to have obtained 
annual wheat types which are mark- 
edly disease-resistant and character- 
ized by unusually high protein con- 
tent of the grain. 

In Canada, in the summer of 1935 
a plant-breeding program, involving 
the crossing of wheat and Agropyron 
species, was initiated at the Division 
of Forage Plants, Ottawa, and the 
Dominion Forage Crops Laboratory, 
Saskatoon, in co-operation with the 
National Research Council. The ob- 
ject of the work was not to produce 
a perennial wheat, but to secure a 
vigorous growing, large-seeded, and 
drought -resistant perennial grass of 
good forage quality which could be 
grown in the drier areas of western 
Canada. The desired characters are 
possessed by either of the parents 
and the problem was one of combin- 
ing them by hybridization and sel- 
ecting types with suitable combina- 
tion of characters. 

Crosses have been successfully 
made between wheat and the two 
Agropyron species A. glaucum and 
A. elongatum. On growing the hy- 
brid seed, however, it was found 
that hybrids involving A. glaucum 
were ‘completely  self-sterile while 
hybrids involving A. elongatum were 
partially fertile. With the Glaucum 
hybrids, attempts have been made 
to overcome the sterility by back- 
crossing and by the use of colchicine 
in an effort to double the chromo- 
some number. With the fertile El- 
ongatum hybrids second, third and 
fourth generations have been grown 
and selections made. Although some 
of this material is promising it will 
probably require several generations 
yet before stable lines are available. 

Backcrossing is a method of over- 
coming sterility in Glaucum hybrids 
is not very satisfactory. Backcrosses 
to the wheat parent have been made 
but with a very low degree of suc- 
cess. Although the backcross pro- 
geny possesses more  wheat-like 
characters there is a rapid break- 
down into annual forms which indi- 
cates that this method of attack will 
not prove very practical. 

The most promising method of 
overcoming sterility in Glaucum hy- 
brids is by treating the hybrid seed 
with colchicine (a narcotic drug) 
which occassionally causes chromo- 
some doubling in plants. When a 
hybrid plant has its chromosome 
doubled it immediately becomes 
stable and fertile. We have been 
fortunate in producing two plants by 
this method. One of these of the 
cross T. dicoccum x A. glaucum is 
very promising, being a_ vigorous- 
growing perennial of good forage 
quality, highly fertile with a fair size 
of seed. We have, as yet, no knowl- 
edge of its winter-hardiness or its 
drought-resisting qualities.

How Seed Tested 
In Government 
|'Laboratories 


| Canada is the only country in the 
|} world to establish definite grades for 
jall seeds; three grades for every kind 
of seed. These grades are governed 
by the Seeds Act, administered by 
the Plant Phoduction Division, Domi- 
nion Dept. of Agriculture, which 
maintains eight seed testing labora- 
tories throughout Canada 
thods and the same 
used in each of the laboratories, so 
that in every province the grade of 
the seed is of the same value. 

When a farmer sends a sample of 
seed to a laboratory, the same tests 
are rigidly followed and iti no case is 
there any guesswork, The seed must 
pass the accredited tests for purity, 
germination and quality, otherwise 
it is rejected. First of all the sample 
is given a number and it is known by 
that number only, because the ana- 
lyst does not know where it came 
from or who grew it. The sample is 
then run through an electrically ope- 
rated mixer so that every portion of 
the sample may be as much alike as 
possible. Special amounts for testing 
are carefully weighed ‘on delicate 
scales and trained workers examine 
the seed with magnifying glasses, 
picking out weed seeds or seeds of 
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can be chilled before being placed 
in the germinators. When the seed 
has been tested for purity and germ- 
ination it is handed over with the 
charts to the grader. If the first 
tests are up to standard the grader 
examines the sample for quality and 
appearance. If the grader is satis- 
fied then the grade is decided upon 
and the farmer receives a certificate 
of grade. The grades are 1, 2 and 3. 
No. 1 and No. 2 are most common. 
Very little No. 3 grade is seen in 
Canada. 


Dodder-free Clover 
Seed Available To 
Farmers Now 


Twelve hundred acres of red 
clover seed crops have been certified 
as dodder-free in eastern Ontario in 
1939. The estimated yield is placed 
at 125,000 pounds. This production 
is from fields inspected by the Plant 
Preducts Division, Production Ser- 
vice, Dominion Department of Agri- 
culture. The inspection of red clover 
seed crops on a dodder-free basis 
has not previously been undertaken, 
therefore a basis of operation requir- 
ed some preliminary’ organization 
ind by necessity the acreage inspect- 
ed in 1939 has been restricted to 
certain production areas.

LATEST NEWS 
FLASHES 


LONDON, Nov. 22. — The Italian 
steamship Fianona, 6660 tons was re- 
ported Wednesday to have struck a 
mine off the south east coast of Eng- 
land. The ship was still afloat on 
Wednesday, while tugs tried to pull 
her into port, although the explosion 
occurred Tuesday night. The Ad- 
miralty announced 


had been intercepted b 
warship near Iceland. rvers in 
London meanwhile foretold swift 
acceleration of the war at sea in view 
of Britain’s new measure of retalia- 
tion for what Prime Minister Cham- 
berlain described as the “ruthless 
brutality” of German attacks on the 
merchant ships. Stirred by the sink- 
ing of 18 ships—including 9 neutrals 
—in the last five days, the Admiralty 
moved to intensify the blockade 
against Germany by seizing all the 
German exports on a high seas. 

LONDON, Nov. 22.—British pro- 
gram to combat German mine war- 
fare will include an advance guard of 
mine sweepers before each convoy 
and distribution of mine-destroying 
apparatus among merchant ships, it 
was said Wednesday. 

PARIS, Nov. 22.—Otto Strasser, 
exiled Nazi opponent of Hitler, who 
was accused of organizing the Mu- 
nich bombing, Wednesday, accused 


Gestapo Chief Heinrich Himmler of | 


planting the bomb himself. Mean- 
while, Himmler announced that he 
did not connect the arrest and the 
capture of Esler and two British 
agents. He charged Strasser with 
organizing the bombing plot and the 
British intelligence service with fur- 
nishing the money. Elser was ar- 
rested Nov. 11, while attempting to 
escape into Switzerland. The two 
British agents were alleged to have 
been captured on Nov. 9, while at- 
tempting to escape across the border 
into the Netherlands. 

BRUSSELS, Nov. 
plane crashed on Belgian soil Wed- 


nesday during an aerial fight involv- |

ing German, 
planes. The German plane damaged 
in the fight managed to get over the 
border. It was riddled with bullets 
and three of its four occupants evid- 
ently were killed. The pilot landed 
by parachute and was captired. The 
plane crashed. 

LONDON (Times), Nov. 22.— 
“Punishment for Pirates” is how the 
Times on Wednesday sums up the 
Chamberlain cabinet’s decision to 
seize, by way of reprisal against the 
German's sea murder campaign, all 
goods of German origin found in all 
neutral ships. Already in Holland, 
this decision is described as “a ter- 
rible blow” to Dutch trade, but the 
Times says it is the only possible re- 


|ply to the ruthless violation of sea 


law which the Germans have chosen 
to perpetrate and which, after their 
first glib denial, they now boastingly 
admit. Laying of mines in trade 
routes without warning is contrary 
to the dictates of International law 
and common humanity. Neutrals, so 
far, have been the worst sufferers.
